Posthumous Letter of Doctor Clutz, 
Written Abroad Several Days Before 
His Death, to Be Published Tomorrow 


Will Be One Of Many Attractive And Unusual Features Of Get 
t vs burg College Edition Of This Newspaper in Which Busi­ 
ness People Welcome S tudents Into Life Of 
The Com munity. 


One of many unusual and at­ 
tractive features of the G ettys­ 
burg College edition of The Get­ 
tysburg Times, which will be pub­ 
lished on Wednesday, will be the 
last travelogue letter 
received 
by The Times from the Rev. Dr. 
Jacob A. Clutz, who died near 
Stockholm, 
Sweden, eight days 
ago. 
The writing is one of the 
last, if not the last, ever done by 
the venerable theologian W’ho was 
stricken with an attack of heart 
disease as he was aboard a train 
leaving Stockholm. 
The letter was written by Doc­ 
tor Clutz from 4iis bed in the 
Stockholm Hospital where he w'as 
taken after being knocked down 
by a motor truck on the evening 
of August 24, as he w*as standing 
on a street corner in the Swedish 
capital, where he had gone as 
one of four delegates from the 
United Lutheran Church in Amer­ 
ica to the Universal Christian 
Conference on Life and Work. 
Already, two of Doctor Clutz’s 
interesting travelogues have been 
published by The Times.

Lutheran churchman 
planned to have the letters sent to 
The Times serve as his diary. 
Each of the letters is entertain­ 
ingly written, with keen insight 
into the condition^

Doctor Clutz' 
letted accom­ 
panying the 
travelogue, 
which 
will appear In Wednesday's edi­ 
tion of The Times, just received 
from Stockholm today, follows: 
“I am sending you two more 
‘letters.* 
I he writing of these 
and others that may follow 
has 
been greatly delayed by my un- 
fi rtunate acc ident ten days ago, 
of which you 
have 
doubtless 
learned. 
I have been in the hos­ 
pital ever since, and am now w rit­ 
ing sitting up in bed. 
“I am confident that, if the doc­ 
tor in charge would permit it, I 
would be able to be out of bed at 
least, if not out of the hospital. 
But he is adamant and I suppose 
I must submit. 
“We expect to get away next 
Monday or Tuesday, and I shall 
try to send you a couple more 
letters meanwhile.

(Signed) “Jacob A. Clutz.”

Reported, 4 Months 


H arri ‘-bu rg, 
Pa.— A pprox im a tel y 
2060 forest fires were reported from 
Jan u ary I, last, to May 31, George 
H. W irt, chief of the state bureau of ! 
forest protection, announced in the 
current issue of the* weekly publica­ 
tion of the departm ent of forests and ' 
w aters. These fires burned over about 
108,000 acres, cost 
$62,085 to ex­ 
tinguish and did dam age estim ated at 
more than $250,000. 
Mr. W irt said the num ber of fires 
w as alm ost twice as g re a t as in the 
1024 spring fire season and th at 
the 
total acreage burned 
over 
doubled 
that for the sam e period of a year 
ago. 
He attributed the increase to 
fires started by brush burning and by 
transients and declared th a t in the 
la tter part of May there was an un­ 
usual num ber of fires from lightning.

Harrisburg. Pa.—Ten persons con­ 
victed of murder in the second degree 
and three who had been convicted of 
murder in the first degree, but whose 
sentences were commuted, are among 
those w’ho have filed applications for 
pardons for consideration at the Sep­ 
tember meeting of the State Board of 
Pardons here this week. 
This is the 
first session of the board since last 
June. 
The board, this month, also 
has 
eight applications for commutations 
of sentences and 25 other applications 
for pardons to consider as well as 25 
applications for rehearings. 
Phila­ 
delphia applications, totaling 15, will 
be heard Wednesday afternoon and the 
others Thursday. 
Albert Carelli, Allegheny, who was 
found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, but whose sentence was com­ 
muted last March, is among those who 
are asking pardon. 
He was found 
guilty in connection with the death 
of Philip Flynn. 
His petition points 
out that of two others who were tried 
for the same crime 
one was found 
guilty of voluntary manslaughter and 
the other of murder in the second de­ 
gree. 
He also claims that he was in 
Burton, Ohio, on the night of the 
crime, 
that he is 
suffering from 
brutal treatment at the time of his 
arrest and that the Union Mortgage 
Company, of Cleveland, Ohio, will send 
him away for treatment if released 
and w'ill give him employment. 
Luigi De Leo, of Fayette, who was 
convicted March 20, 1913, but granted 
commutation the next March, asks 
his relase so that he may return to 
Italy to came for his mother. He was

Glow of Eyes in Darkness 
Due to Reflected Light 
Eyes of animals and of human beings 
sometimes glow when coming out of the 
darkness, not because of phosphorescent 
m atter in the eyeballs as has been sup­ 
posed, but because of the light which 
they 
reflect, 
according 
to scientists. 
The eyes are like mirrors, and since the 
rest of the body is in darkness, the ef­ 
fect is more noticeable. 
Experiments 
w’ere made with a number of animals 
shut up in rooms where fhere was abso­ 
lutely no light. No glow was visible but 
when a few rays were permitted to en­ 
ter, the luminous shine in the creatures’ 
eyes was at once apparent. It has been 
asserted that the eyes of negroes shine 
in the dark while those of white persons 
do not.

The basis of any system of farm ac­ 
counting is the annual property list 
or inventory. 
It is the starting point 
of the farm records. 
One must take 
into consideration 
decreases or in 
creases in the value of all property 
owned to gauge the progress of the 
business. 
Lacking f»*cts as to the 
value of his property, no business man 
can form an accurate estim ate of how 
he stands financially. Increased cash 
may be due to property which was 
sold, or increased debts may be due 
to improvement* made. 
If a farmer 
Is falling behind, the Inventory will 
emphasize this fact. 
Often when a 
man is discouraged and thinks he is 
making no progress, his Inventories 
will tell him that he Is better off than 
he thought. 
At the end of each year a financial 
statement Is drawn off.
